ITo  remonstrances  having  been  filed  or  presented' 
to  show  a good  and  sufficient  reason  why  such  improvement 
was  not  a public  utility  and  a necessity,  the  Board  then 
and  there  took  final  action  confirming  said  original  reso- 
lution, adopted  on  the  23rd  day  of  October,  1924,  and  later, 
on  the  8th  day  of  December,  1924,  the  Board  of  Public  Works 
approved  an  Assessment  Roll  containing  a description  of  each 
piece  of  property  or  valuable  interest  affected  thereby,  to- 
gether with  the  amount  of  benefits  assessed  or  damages  award- 
ed, and  the  name  of  the  owner  of  each  piece  of  property  set 
opposite  each  description  of  property,  which  assessment  roll 
is  recorded  in  Assessment  of  Benefits  and  Damages  Record 
Number  5»  ^'age  27* 

I'he  5th  day  of  February,  1925 » was  fixed  a date  when 
the  Board  would  meet  at  7 00  o’clock  P.  M. , for  the  purpose 
of  hearing  and  considering  objections  or  remonstrances  from 
persons  with  regard  to  the  amount  of  Benefits  assessed  or 
Damages  awarded  and  for  the  purpose  of  taking  final  action 
thereon.  A v/ritten  notice  of  said  hearing  and  the  amount 
of  Benefits  assessed  or  Damages  awarded  v/as  served  upon  each 
resident . proper ty  owner  affected  thereby.  And  later,  on  the 
5th  day  of  February,  1925»  the  Board  of  Public  Works  confirmed 
said  Roll  of  Assessments  of  Benefits  and  Awards  of  Damages, 
taking  final  action  thereon,  and  ordered  the  same  to  be  forth- 
with delivered  to  the  Department  of  Finance.
